The  Minister  of  the  Interior  submits,  under  date 
13th  November,  1913,  that  an  inspection  by 
an  oflicer  of  live  Department  of  the  Interior  has 
been  made  of  the  timber  on  the  coal  reserve,  con- 
trolled by  the  Dominion  Governmen't.  situated  near 
Morrissey,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
containing  an  area  of  5, OCX)  acres,  and  a report 
received  to  the  effect  that  as  the  probability  is  that 
this  timber  may,  sooner  or  later,  be  de.stroyed  by 
fire,  owing  to  there  being  several  railways  in  the 
vicinity  and  a number  of  camps  which  keep  a con- 
tinrual  stream  of  foreign  labour  on  the  move,  the 
said  officer  recommendis  that  it  he  disposed  of. 

As  this  reserve  is  not  included  in  those  portions 
of  the  I’rovince  of  British  Columbia  covered  by  the 
regulations  governing  the  disposition  of  timber  on 
Dominion  I.ands,  estabiished  by  Order  in  Council 
of  the  1st  duly,  1898,  and  subsequent  amending 
orders,  the  ^Minister  recommends  that  he  he  author- 
ized to  dispose  of  the  timber  thereon,  under  licence, 
at  public  auction,  under  the  provisions  of  the  regu- 
lations above  referred  to,  with  the  additional  pro- 
vision that  the  Government  of  Canada  reserves  the 
right  to  enter  upon  the  coal  reserve  at  any  time 


and  conduct  mining  operations  thereon  and  to 
remove  any  timber  necessary  in  such  operation  ami 
in  constructing  roads  in  that  connection,  on  the 
condition  that  the  Government  will  pay  the  licensee 
of  the  berth  the  value  of  any  timber  necessarily  cut, 
of  a diameter  of  ten  inches  and  upwards  at  the 
stump.

provide  that  in  the  event  of  letters  patent  ii-niuing 
to  or  in  the  na'ine  of  a person  who  is  dead,  they 
shall  not  be  therefore  void,  but  the  title  to  the  land 
thereby  granted  or  intended  to  be  granted  shall  ve.st 
in  the  heirs,  assigns,  devisees  or  other  legal  repre- 
sentatives of  the  deceased  person  according  to  the 
lawi^  in  force  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
as  if  the  letters  patent  had  issued  to  or  in  the  name 
of  the  deceased  pereon  during  his  lifetime.
